Tragedy That Not Infrequently Ove~ 
takes Men and Women of Town 
of Oberammergau. 


There {sno art without passion, atid 
man must know passion, suffer under 
it, or attain It imaginatively, to put it 
into art. 

There must be passion to spare in 
Oberammergau—a quiet, deep under- 
current of it running through the en- 
tire life of any likely candidate for a 
principal role. Not only passion, but 
tragedy, culminates In each decade’s 
election. It ts decorously held in hand 
by the respect for tradition and by 
the continental reverence for elders 
assembled iu committee. 

Each election is not only a clash 
between youth and age; the years be 
tween signify that a favored candl- 
date for the role of Christus, who has 
approached the age of thirty, missing 
election, misses every chance to play 
the part; for at ‘the next voting, he 
is Opposed not only by his own former 
defeat, but, in his turn, by youth,

Chicago,-~Heavier fines, fait sen- 
tences and trips through morgues and 
hospitals to view the dead and injured 
victims of reckless autemobilists are 
becoming effective In many parts of 
the Middle West to curb the steadily 
mounting toll of auté victims, a digest 
from the report of several states 
shows, 

Fines alone, the reports indicate, are 
not proving effective. In Chicago and 
Cook county, despite increasingly 
heavy fines, the death toll in auto- 
mobile accidents for the fiscal year 
ending November 30 was 736 lives, as 
compared with 660 last year and 542 
thé year before. There were 75 auto- 
mobile deaths in November of this 
year. 

In Louisville, where 41 persons were 
killed by automobiles “in-‘the first 
eleven months of the year, fines have 
also failed, officials say. One police 
judge there impeses fines of $2 for 
each mile per hour on speeders, and 
adds jail Sentences if the prisoner was 
intoxicated. 

“A successful campaign was launched 
at Detroit more than a year ago, when 
Judge Charles L. Bartlett began send- 
ing speeders to jall for terms of one 
to fifteen days. Among those sen- 
tenced was John Duval Dodge, wealthy 
young mun, who served five days,

When politicians attempt to 
throttle our whole educational 
system, whetaer the inception is 
in Sacramente or Milpitas, it is 
time for parents to cast their ba‘- 
lots intelligently, without political 
-| bias or prejudice, for school trustee 
candidates who are qualified to 
render impartial and practical ser- 
vice; who will takea direct interest 
ii your children, that they may 
have the full measure due them 
in.educational advantages. 

It is to be hoped that in the 
coming school elections only the 
fit aré selected to shape :the des- 
tinies of our public ‘educational in- 
stitutions. Our schools are the 
bulwark of the nation; the founda: 
tion upon which must depend the 
character of our future citizenship.
